One-fifth of the lumber produced in 
1925 was wasted. 
This is the conclusion of the wood 
utilization committee of the United 
States department of commerce, ac­ 
cording to B. M. Stahl, specialist in 
farm buildings in the department of 
agricultural engineering at the Ohio 
State university. 
The entire lumber 
output 
of the 
country could have been increased 20 
per cent without felling an additional 
tree or adding another dollar in mill 
equipment if lumber in lengths of 8 
feet and less had been in wider de­ 
mand. 
Short length lumber is an im­ 
portant factor in building economy. 
Small homes and farm buildings offer 
opportunities to use larg*e amounts of 
short lumber. 
Where long lumber is 
used in place of short lengths there is 
waste. The custom of demanding long 
length 
lumber originated 
when 
the 
need of conserving our forests was 
less apparent. 
Short length lumber at the sawmill 
is unavoidable, Mr. Stahl points out, 
and builders 
should consider 
them­ 
selves under obligation to use these 
short lengths to the utmost. 
An in­ 
creased demand for short lengths will 
permit more efficient felling of trees 
and a more efficient utilization of logs. 
The production of short lengths in 
saw and planing mills is as inevitable 
as the production of shavings, sawdust 
or bark.

A ra ilroa d tra ck is itself a slg ua l 
of da ng er and one a ttem pting to cross 
it must first took and listen, a nd, if 
necessa ry , stop, look 
and listen for 
an a pproa ching tra in. 
T his rule is 
only the sta nda rd of necessa ry ca u ­ 
tion and ca re.

WARN WORKERS IN TEXIS 
OIL FIELDS «GUNST GAS 


Co n stan t Precau tio n Urg ed b y Bu reau 
o f Min es an d Use o f Gas Masks 


Reco mmen d ed . 


Washington.—Workers in Tex as oil 
fields face untold dangers which ne­ 
cessitate the ex ercise of constant pre­ 
cautions, according to the bureau of 
mines, which has just completed an 
inv estigation of conditions in the Lone 
Star state’s oil industry . 
Inv estigations by the bureau took 
in the Panhandle district, the Biglake 
field of Reagan county , and the Mc- 
Camey fbdd of Upton county . 
Hy drogen sulphide in petroleum v a­ 
pors, the bureau found, is the most 
poisonous 
gas 
associated 
with 
the 
crude 
oil 
industry 
and 
freq uently 
giv es workers serious cases of con­ 
junctiv itis, known as “gas ey es.” 
Conjunctiv itis is usually contracted 
in derrick cellars, where the gas col­ 
lects. 
In the derrick cellar of one well 
in the Panhandle district 31 men were 
ov ercome while putting on thebrand- 
enhead. 
Around many wells inv estigators of 
the bureau found dead rabbits and 
M birds. Dead animals are usually found 
after a still, oppressiv e night, when 
there is little or no air mov ement. 
One man collected a [tile of more th a t 
one hundred dead animals. 
In one place v isited by bureau In­ 
v estigators it was found that the pres­ 
ence of hy drogen sulphide in ex cessiv e 
q uantities caused pronounced darken­ 
ing of white lead paint on houses, of 
brass v alv es and fittings and of silv er 
money . 
The bureau stressed the necessity 
of workmen using gas masks while en­ 
gaged in derrick cellars and whenev er 
it is believ ed gases are in the air.

own words, and of 13 children born
